He denied 
all connection with Irish secret societies. 
He denied everything. He knew Cronio. 
He regretted that Cronin was murdered. He 
did not believe that Cronin was a spy, al- 
though Michael Mclnerney of the stockyaras 
had told him after the murder that Cronin 
Was a spy, and that he (McInerney) knew 
what he was talking about—that he was on 
the inside.“ 

Then he was asked whether he knew 
Burke, In an unguarded moment the farmer 
said he thought a man named Martin Burke 


or Martin Delaney worked for him four or 


five years before, but he could not quite 
recollect. 


About this time the farmer thought of the 
laws of hospitality and treated his visitors 
to some refreshments, washed down by milk, 
which he went to fetch from the dairy. 

On his return he said his wife had re- 
minded him that the man Martin“ who 
worked for him four or five years before 
was Martin Moran. But,“ he continued, 
Dau will tell you all about Martin.

“DAN” APPEARS IN THE CASE,

On the way back Dan became quite loqua- 
cious. He told his new friends that two per- 
sons drove from the city to the farmhouse 
some Sunday in May gnd had conversation 


with the farmer. He knew one was named 


Loughün or Coughlin, and he heard that he 
‘| was a polceman or a constable. There 
‘wes another black, thin man’ with 
that person. He knew it was some 
time after the Cronin murder. He heard 
the farmer reading about the murder “to 
the missus. She made some remark. The 
farmer said “Cronin must have been a e 

This. was different from the fartmer’s 
story about believing Cronin to have been an 
honest man and sincere patriot, Mike McIner- 
ney to the contrary notwithstanding. 

„ Then, said Dan, the missus said some- 
thing in [rish which I did not understand, 
and the farmer stopped reading and talking 
and I was sent away on an errand.” 

Dan was placed in comfortable quarters 
that night. He was dressed up, cleaned, 
shaved, and made to look respect 
able the following day and was taken 
into the courtroom. He instantly recognized 
Coughlin and O'Sullivan as the visitors to 
the farmhouse that Sunday in May. He 
thought Martin Burke was the man who 
worked on the farm, but he was not certain, 
He would not swear to Burke’s identity. 

The farmer called on the state’s attorney 
to make inquiries about Dan, but Dan was 
not allowed to see him. He was turned over 
to the custody of Officer Wilson, who had 
him in safe keeping. 


THE STORY iN WRITING. 
His statement was taken down in writing 


and read over to hig; repeatediy. He swore 
to its truth and accuracy before two inde- 
pendent witnesses. 

He supplemented it occasionally. On one 
occasion he told bow Burke had told him 
while he was working on the farm that when 
he came to Chicago he had a letter of intro- 
duction to a man of influence, who advised 
him to keep out of tne cities lest he might be 
recognized and taken back. 

The police authorities presumably have 
looked up Dan Carroll’s story with a view 
to ascertaining whether it could be corrob- 
orated by other witnesses. It is certain that 
such witnesses can be found. The first 
witness referred to in this story 
has corroborated Dan in many particulars. 
Independent investigations made dy Tun 
TRIBUNE also tend to its corroborauon. 

The name of the farmer is yet withheld, 


because he bas beretofore borne a spotless 


reputation, and it is the belief even of the 
prosecution that he had no knowl- 
edge of the murder until after u 
was committed, ana that he then obtained 
information about it, but was convinced by 
the murderers that Cronin was a British spy 
and that it was only proper that he should 
. havg been executed or removed anda the 
identity of his executioners or removers 
should be concealed.- Besides, the prosecu- 
tion has been careful not to move too hastily 
in any matter at this juncture in the Cronin 


uz TRIBUNE has been in possession of the 
information now published for three weeks, 
but withheld its publication at the instance 
of the prosecuting attorneys. In view of the 
wide publication that Dan Carroli’s escape is 
likely to receive this morning, and the prob- 
ability that he is now in communication 
with the trianglers, it is believed that the 
ends of justice will be best served by giving 
the facts as above narrated to the readers of 
Tun Trrpune. Their accuracy and truthful- 
ness are vouched for. 

They wil! be supplemented by other impor- 
tant facts in due time.

FIREMEN WORK WITH DIFFICULTY. 


The Audience at the Grand Operahouse 
£omewhat Alarmed. 


LOSS ESTIMATED AT MORE THAN $140,000. 


A rapidly spreading fire in the five story 
building at Nos. 108 and 110 East Randolph 
street shortly before 9 o’clock last evening 
gutted the entire structure and destroyed 
nearly the entire stocks of Kellogg, Johnson 
& Bliss, wholesale and retail hardware deal- 
ers, Klemm, Smith & Co., dealers in mold- 
ings and mirrors, and John M. Maris & Co., 
jewelers and diumond setters. The stocks 
carried were large and the iosses consequent- 
ly heavy. 

The fre was intensely smoky from the 
time it started till it was put out over two 
hours later. The smoke kept close to the 
ground and the strong wind filled all the 
down town streets, bringing tears to the 
eyes ana irritating the throats of all and in- 
terfering with the work of the firemen. For 
two hours the department battled not only 


with astubborn fire, but with smoke of the’ 


greatest density. For two hours men 
stood on ladders enveloped in a 
smudge so thick what they could not see each 
other. But they stood there, and by the use 
of enormous quantities of water kept the 
flames from destroying the entire building. 
The loss was over $140,000. 

A Pinkerton watchman passing through 


the alley in the rear of the building saw 
smoke pouring through the crevices of the 
iron shutters in the back of Kellogg. Jonn- 
son & Bliss’ store, where the firm’s ship- 
pingroom was located, At the same time a 
watchmad in the blind alley running at the 
side of the building from Dearborn street 
saw smoke coming out of the basement win- 
dows. Smoke was also coming out of the 
front basement windows. Alarms from two 
different boxes were turned in. 

The firemen managed to force several 
streams into the basement. Then, finding that 
the flames had spread to the roof through 
the air shaft, a second alarm was turned 
in after ten minutes of hard work. A third 
alarm was sounded immediately after. With 
these combined forces the tire was attacked 
from the front, rear, and sides. 

The first alarm was sounded from the 
corner of Dearborn and Washington streets 
at 8:40. One minute later some one pulled 
the box at the corner of Clark and Randolph 
streets. Five engines responded to the first 
call, At 8:50 Marshal. O'Malley sounded a 


_second alarm, bringing out five more engines, 


and at 8:51 a third alarm was sounded 


by Marshal Green, which brought 
another detachment of five en- 
gines to the fire. Chief Swenie 


arrived at 9:20, and, realizing the danger 
that surrounded adjacent property, issued a 
special call for ten additional engines, mak- 
ing twenty-five im all. Some of mese were 
sent to other fires later in the night. 

Tne fire caused a complete biock in the 
north and west side car systems, and was 
productive of great inconvenience to travel- 
ers. Dearborn street being taken up by 
scores of lines of hose; the north side 
cable lines were stopped untilllp.m. The 
Randolph, Harrison, Twelfth street, Van 
Buren, and other lines which go west 
on Randolph and Washington streets were 


-switchefl on to Madison street after some un- 


avoidable delay, and thousands of beiated 
wayfaiérs, not knowing of the change of 
route, stood around for hours. It was after 
midnight before communications, were re- 
stored. 


PANIC: 4T THE GRAND OPERABHOUSE. 


Mr. Hamlin’s Prompt Action Prevents Any

Old Jed was not prepared for quite 
80 much smoke, and it didn’t re- 
heve him any to see the stampede, but 


he was reassured when the property man 


told him tne real fire was across thé alley 
from tiie theater but close enough to scare 
folks. Jed collected his senses in a trice and 
tried to stop the rush for the exits. So did 
Harry Hamlin. 

„ Stdp!’’ yelled the latter, as he mounted a 
seat and waved his arms at the swaying 
throng, “stop, the fire isn’t nere h. But the 
people paid little attention fo him and kept

Two watchmen were guarding the entrance 
to Kellogg, Johnson & Bliss’ place. One was 
a Pinkerton man, the other belonged to the 
Veteran police patrol. Both cluimed the duty 
of protecting the place. It was not long be- 
fore they went from words to blows and a 
lively fight ensued. When the fire was out 
both men were insisting on their right to 
guard that door, as well as claiming tne hon- 
ors of the battle. 


ESTIMATED LUSS OVER $140,000, 


Kellogg. Johnson & Bliss the Heaviest 
- Sufferers—Other Stocks Damaged. 

Kellogg, Johnson & Bliss, who occupied 
the first-floor and basement, are the heaviest 
losers by the fire. Their stock was made up 
of the finest’ grade of builders’ hardware, all 
of which would be badly damaged by 
water. The stock was worth about $125,000. 

The firm was insured for 8100, 000, which, 

according to the statement of Mr. Gormelly, 
one of the partners, would fall short of the 
loss by frem $10,000 to $20,000. 

On the same floor with Kellogg, Johnson & 
Bliss the Prescott Hardware Manufacturing 
compauy had an office, and in the basement 
kept a stock of door hangers valued at $8,000 
The damage was $2,000. Insured. 

Klemm, Smith & Co. carried a stock valued 
at $9,000, which is a total loss. 

J. M. Maris & Co.’s loss was also under- 
stood to be heavy, but whether insured or 
not is not known. 

Tne buliding is owned by Roston capital- 
ists. The damage to the building is esti- 
mated about $15,000, fully insured.

TWOMBLY JR. AND LA CLOCHE IN JAIL

Thomas 8. Twombly, master mechanic of 

the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific railroad, 
Conductor Buford, Eagineer Twombly, and 
Fireman La Cloche have been held by the 
coroner's jury as responsible for the death 
ot Michael O'Connor, one of the victims of 
the South Englewood disaster. The same 
jury which investigated the causes of the 
death of the other six persons was reim- 
paacled to investigate this case. After two 
hours’ deliberation they returned the follow- 
ing verdict: 
We, the jury, find that the deceased, Michael 
O'Connor, came to his death from scalds and in- 
juries received in a passenger coach detached 
from train No. 57, which was run into by engine 
No, 486, drawing freight train No. 91, belonging 
to the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad 
company, on their tracks at South Englewood, 
Sept. 24, 1889. 

We, the jury, believe from the evidence pro- 
duced that Engineer Seth Twombly and Fire- 
man Henry La Cloche of the Chicago, Rock Isl- 
and Pacific train No. 91 and Thomas B. Twom- 
bly, master mechanic of the Chicago, Rock Isl- 
and & Pacific railroad, and Charles L. Bufora, 
cénductor of train No. 91, are responsible for the 
accidentand that they be committed to the 
county jail until discharged by due course of law. 

We further believe that the conductor, col- 
lector, and brakeman of passenger train No. 57 
should be severely censured for negligence and 
non-performance of their duty in not leaving 
danger lights on the rear of the detached coach. 

We further believe that the officiais of the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific railroad com-

We further believe from additional evidence in 


this case, that the management of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific railroad company are de- 
cidediy lax in the execution of their rules gov- 
erning the employment of engineers, firemen, 
and other employés.

H. F. Royce, general superintendent of the 
Rock Island road, said the master mechanic 
of the road (Seth Twombly’s father) had 
not informed him (the witness) of the son’s 
reinstatement. Twombly Sr. never spoke to 
witness about Seth’s reinstatement, nor had 
anybody else so far as he could recoilect, 
Twombly the elder was responsible for the 
hiring of engineers. In reply to Coroner 
Hertz Mr. Royce said he had had no recent 
conversations with discharged conductors or 
engineers of the road. 

Abel Kimball, assistant to the president of 
the Kock Island road, said he had talked 
with Master Mechanic Twombly about his 
The latter had been discharged 
by the road, and his wife and mother pleaded 
with witness to secure his reinstatement. 
Mr. Kimball asked the master mechanic to 
give Seth a switch engine at Joliet, but the 
eider Twombly said he did not feel like dome 
anything for his son, and witness did noth- 
log further about Witness did not know 
that Seth Twombly had been three times dis- 
charged for drunkenness, or that he was 
and reckless runner. He 
knew Seth had been discharged once for 
drunkenness. Witness only advised giving 
Seth a switch engine, where he could not do 
much ‘harm. He never said he believed Seth 
Twombly nad. reformied. Witness never 
made any investigation into Seth Twombly’s 
record. 

THE MASTER MECHANIC IMPEACHED., 

In reply to the coroner Mr. Kimball said if 
Master Mechanic Twombly testified that wit- 
ness recommended Seth as an engineer he 
said what wus not true. At the previous in- 
quest the master mechanic made this state- 
ment positively. Mr. Kimball insisted he 
did not recommend the reinstatement of Seth 


| Twombly, but only requested the father to 


find some job for his son. Witness told Seth 
he could do nothing for bim, and supposea 
that ended the matter. In response to fur- 
ther inquiries by the coroner Mr. Kimball 
said that his conversation with Twombly 
senior was had several months before Seth 
was again given an engine.

EDISON GETS THE BEST OF THE FIGHT. 


The Famous Westinghouse- Edison Electric 
7 Light Case Dismissed. 

PrrrspureG, Pa. Oct. 5.—In the United 
States court today Justice Bradley of the 
supreme court handed down an opinion dis- 
missing the famous electric light case of 
Westinghouse against Edison. The suit was 
brought to restrain the defendants from 
using the fibrous carbon or incandescent 
conductor in the airtight globe. The point 
at issue was the form and substance of the 
conductor. 

The court holds that the claim of pricrity 
of invention in the fibrous carbon filament 
is not valid, as Edison had accomplished the 
result before Sawyer, Mann, or Westing- 
house. 

George Westinghouse Jr., president of the 
Westinghouse Electric company, in an inter- 
view tonight, said: This decision leaves the 
Westinghouse company just where it was be- 
fore, and cannot under any circumstances 
affect it adversely; although, of course, we 
would have much preferred different results. 
We have strong hopes of obtaining a favor- 
able decision from the supreme court on ap- 
peal, but whatever happens our company will 
still be aole to manufacture and sell incan- 
descent electric lamps as freely as it did be- 
fore, and our customers can continue tc pur- 
chase tiem of us with perfect safety. The 
worst that can happen is that the incandes- 
cent lamps shall Ge finally declared public 
pro „ as is already the case with 
the arc lamp. It should be re- 
membered that this decision affects 
oniy one of our many patents. We own sev- 
eral others. Under its contract with us the 
Thomson-Houston Electric company will still 
have to pay us the same 9 as before 
this decision. While me ison company 
will, if the decision is affirmed by we su- 
preme court,destroy the Sawyer- Mann fibrous 
carbon filament patent, they will have no 
patent for the same themselves. In fact, 
they will still have to face our patents on the 
ovner features of the incandesceny lamps. 
Therefore, While this decision is against us, 
it is not in favor of Mr. Edison or his patent.”

The “Monon” Will Not Be Permitted to De- 
moralize Denver Kates. 


‘A meeting of the general passenger agents 
of the roads of me Western States Pas- 
Senger association was held yesterday in 
Chairman Abbott’s office for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether, as currently reported, 
tne issues of connecting lines or any of them 
were disturbing the regular rates of fare be- 
tween Chicago and Denver. It was ascer- 
tained a few days ago that tickets pur- 
porting to have been issued from 
the Indianapolis office of the Louisville, 
New Albany & Chicago, dated Sept. 24, 
the date of the last harvest excursion, have 
found their way into the hands of scalpers at 
Chicago, and were being sold by them at 
greatiy reduced rates. It was aiso found 
that those tickets were not properly limited 
for westbound passage, and were practically 
good ifused at any time within oné month 

rom Sept. 24. The tickets thus far discov- 
ered read over the Rock Island to Denver, 
but it is claimed that tickets of the same is- 
sue reading over other roads are in the mar- 
ket. ‘The Rock Island people stated that 
they are ih no way responsible for 
the action of the “Monon” (Louisville, 
New Albany & Chicago) and that they had 
no Knowledge of the fact that such tickets 
had been placed on the market. They said 
they stood ready to join u any measures nec- 
essary to prevent the use and manipulation 
of such tickets. Chairman Abbott was 
thereupon authorized and directed to take up 


the subject with the proper officers of that 


company, and to require suitable repurati 

If this is not complied with at once the roads 
in the Western States Passenger association 
propose to refuse to honor the tickets of the 
** Monon's”’ issue or of the issue of any other 
line permitting the manipulation of tickets to 
the detriment of agreed tariff rates 
west of Chicago. The chairman subsequent- 
ly had an interview with General Passenger 
Agent Barker of tne Monon and secured 
from that gentiemaan the pledge not only that 
every effort should be made to clear the mar- 
ket of any objecwonabie tickets of the issue 
of Sept. 24 that may be outstanding, but that 
he had already taken steps todoso.

No such decision was made nor opinion ex- 
pressed in the case brought on at Caicago 
against the Alton road and in which the 
Interstate Railway association was com- 
plainant. One charge was that the Alton 
company had leased its cattle-cars to a live 
stock company, with an agreement to pay 
mileage for the use of its own cars, and that 
the arrangement was a device, to give re- 
bates to certain shippers. It appeared 
by the petition in the case ‘and 
by testimony taken in another case 
that by a method in use dy roads 
in the association a stopover privilege for 
cattle destined to Chicago is allowed at Kan- 
sas City to try the market there and that the 
cattle whether soid or not at Kansas City are 
afterwards sent on to Chicago at the propor- 
tion of the through rate from points of orig- 
inal shipment west of Kansas City, instead 
of be ug * at the local rate from Kau- 
sas City.

The committee of the grand jury which has 
deen investigating the smoke nuisance brought 
in the following report to Judge Horton today: 

“To the Honorable Criminal Court of Cook 
County, September Term, A. D. 1889: The com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the smoke nui- 
sance, and to gather information connected 
therewith, has, to the best of its ability and in 
the limited time at its disvosal, visited many 
large manufactories, office buildings, newspaper 
establishments, hotels, and power houses of the 
cable roads, and begs leave to submit its report 
as follows: 

* Before proceeding with the report we would 
say that wherever we went, whether into tne 
office of the millionaire or the engine room of 
their establishments, we were courteously re- 
ceived by all, and the information we desired 
was kindly and freely furnished. 

That smoke is a nuisance no onecan deny. 
Grand and beautiful as our city is, with its mag- 
nificent buildimgs, its large ana handsome busi- 
ness biocks, its palatial residences, and its sys- 
tem of parks and boulevards unsurpassed by any 
in the world, we are doomed to death and de- 
struction by the everlasting smoke. Go from 
one extreme to the other of the city, the cry from 
every citizen is ‘What can we do to get rid of the 
nuisance?’ 

“The damage to property car. no longer be esti- 
mated by thousands of dollars annually, but by 
hundreds of thousands. The capitalist commences 
the erection of a costly building. Before he has 
reached the fifth, seyenth, or tenth story the 
lower stories of his building need painting. 
Almost every building must receive its annual 
coat of paint, be it a stone or brick structure. 
The interior must be treated as well as the 
exterior. The eursed smoke penetrates every- 
where. The dry goods shops, the book stores, 
the offices, and our private houses—ail must suf- 
fer. Men start from their homes in the morn- 
ing only to fly to the washbow! onarrival at their 
offices, and the same performance must be gone 
through again at evening before they can be pre- 
sented to their families. Ladies doing their shop- 
ping or out on the avenue for a promenade must 
be veiled as closely as the women of the harem 
to preserve their beauty. : 

*The only beings benefited by this terrible 
nuisance are the Chinamen and the undertakers 
—the one to wash our linen, the otaer to plant us 
after we have inhaled the death-breeding pesti- 
lence. Capitalists come here from distant cities 
toinvest their money, but return again, driven 
away by the smoke. Others owning property 
here would gladly dispose of it and retire in dis- 


gust. 
THE REMEDY SUGGESTED. 

In four-fifths of the places we visited it was 
the opinion of the proprietors and engineers that 
careful attention to stoking or firing would re- 
duce the amount of smoke, but whut attention 
can a poor underpaid fireman give to his furnace 
if he has to fire, run the engine, go allover the 
building, repair the steampipes, fix the elevator, 
and attend to other duties, as we found in one 
instance. Let the proprietor pay for a good 
man, with instructions to attend strictly to his 
boilers and to his firing, and a part of the nui- 
sance will be done away with, 

„That petroleum and fuel gas will wholly 
abate the nuisance seems to be the opinion of 
engineers and experts; but until we have a law 
permitting petroleum to be used, and until the 
city will take the matter in hand and furnish 
fuel gas, other means must be provided. 

In our visits we found many devices for con- 
suming smoke. Some we found to be success- 
ful; others only partially so. Successfulin one 
manufactory, the same device would be cast out 
in another as unfit. Cause: difference in draught, 
too small and too low chimney, and incompetent 
and indifferent fireman. 

„At the nortu side waterworks we found the 
Murphy furnace and selffeeders working success- 
fully under two sets of boilers. Scarcely any 
smoke was noticed escaping from tne tall chim- 
ney. it has been in operation over a year and is 
well led. Hocking coal is used under those 
two boilers. 

“At the wer house of the north division 

cable road, Clark and Elm streets, we found the 
Rooney selffeeding device at work. From its 
tall chimpey we noticed at times little smoke. 
then again it would become more dense, but 
never as dense as that which issued at times 
from the Champion. smoke raiser of the power 
house of the same road corner of La Salle ave- 
nue and Iliinois street. 
„At Beck & Wirth's tobacco factory on Clark 
street we founino smoke appliances whatever, 
but an engineer and fireman attending strictly to 
duty—careful as to “he firing. Hocking Valley 
coal was used and little smoke issued from the 
stack. ‘They are going to test oil as a fuel. 

At Shufeldt’s distillery we were kindly shown 
through the establishment by the proprietor, Mr. 
Lyncu. They have tried fourteen devices, ana 
are now on the fifteenth, the Murphy furnace. 
It is used under four boilers, from the stacks of 
which no smoke was discernible. In eight other 
boilers no device is used, but equal quantities of 
tanbark and slack are used with the intention of 
doing. away with @ small percentage of smoke. 
Mr. Lynch assures us that with the immense 
pressure of steam they require no device has yet 
been invented which will do away with smoke, 
for the reason that the fires must be crowded in 
order to raise the amount of steam. Mr. Lynch, 
having tried all these devices, is still willing to 
put in, and pay for if successful, any device which 
the city or any person will anggest. He, with all 
others, agrees that smoke a nuisance and 
wants to step it. 

“We find upon very close inspection that cer- 
tain devices would in every case do away with 
all the smoke where a steady pressure of steam 
is used. This is apolicable to almost every butid- 
ing in the heart of the city, such as botels and 
business houses, printing establishments, and in 
any building where steam is required for beating

UNSAFE BUILDING SOCIETIES. 

An article printed in Tus TrRIsuNE some 
weeks ago pointing out certain weak features 
in building and ioan societies as at present 
managed appears to have opened a fountain 
of vituperative rhetoric. THe TRIBUNE has 
been denounced in a number of buiiding so- 
ciety journals as an enemy of building and 
lean tions, and therefore as an enemy 
of the poor man, for are not these building 
societies the poor man’s savings bank! For 
the sake of putting the poor man on his 
guard again it is worth while to recall the 
danger points that were touched upon by 
Tue Tripune. There were only three: 
Incompetent officers, swindiing borrowers, 
and the length of foreclosure proceedings. 
A society the ability of whose officers cannot 
be questioned should welcome such criticism 
as that. Competent officers will not be hood- 
winked by swindling borrowers and will 
place their loans so judiciously that forecios- 
ure proceedings will rarely be necessary. 
Yet it is a fact, and every builder in the city 
could truthfully swear to it, that there are 
many societies in the city whose officers are 
not competent and whose borrowers have 
successfuliy misrepresented the value of 
their property. The business of a building 

society requires the services of a trained 
lawyer ana of one or more men acquainted 
with the values of real estate. When a so- 
ciety has the services of such men its shares 
are a profitable and reasonably safe invest- 
ment. But the fact is that many societies 
-have been organized by men ignorant of val- 
ves and business, and if there shall ever 
come a period of depression in trade so se- 
vere as to cut the wages of labor and chéck 
the demand for moderate priced homes it 


,| will be remarkable if many of these societies 


do not lose their interest and in the end find 
themselves loaded with securities which they 
cannot sell except at a loss.

Judge Horton told the grand jury to look 
into the smoke auisance, and yesterday that 
body, having served out its appointed time, 
handed in its report. The document is clear 
and-specific in its denunciation of the abom- 
inable nuisance. It shows what a damage it 
is to person and to property. As for reme- 
dies, it has this to say: “That the use of 
petroleum and fuel gas will stopit But 
the insurance companies will not allow 
petroleum to be used where they have aay 
say inthe matter, and the city has not * 
taken steps toward turnisning fuel gas.“ 
This recoguiuon by the jury of the fact that 
the use of this form of fuel 1s so desirable 
because of its effect in suppressing a great 
nuisance ought to make the friends of Ald. 
Dixon’s ordinance all the more earnest in 
pushing it. 

. Tne grand jurors find that there are 
“smoke consumers” which will prevent 
smoke, but they also point out that, owing to 
differences in chimneys, draughts, etc., ade- 
vice which will work well in one place may 
not in another. Of tne Murphy smokeless 
furnace they speak with praise. They also 
say that it was the opinion of four-fifths of 
the proprietors and engineers they talked 


kind of stoking tnere should be one man to 
attend to the boilers, and the poor under- 
paid fireman” should not be compeiled to do 
ali the odd jobs about the premises, as they 
found was the case in one place. In other 
words, to have better stoking there must be 
more men hired and they must be paid bet- 
ter wages. As for locomotives and tugs, the 
grand jurors believe they should be made to 
burn anthracite. Itis their opinion that the 
city needs no more law on the subject. “ We 
have law enough now. What we desire is to 
see it put in operation.” 

This is well enough in its way, but is not 
what the judge told them to do. It is a re- 
statement of familiar facts, but mot a sug- 
gestion of an immediate remedy, or the re- 
turn of indictments against offenders. The 
judge did not tell the jurors to journey 
around town and form ideas on the subject 
of the several sorts of smoke consumers, nor 
did he call for a dissertation on the evils of 
smoke. They can be badim the columns of 
the papers. Tne public would have preferred 
indictments, which would have had more ef- 
fect than the moral lectures they have in- 
dulged in against all who use soft coal. 

While the jury were wandering around 

and examining those places where smoke- 
burning devices were doing pretty good work, 
why did not they look up at some of the 
chimneys that wefe beiching forth unuttera- 
ble blackness, tind out who the offenders 
were by personal inguiry, and proceed to in- 
dict them on the spot, as the law required, 
while the evidences of crime were visible be- 
fore their eyes, and were still marring the 
purity of their linen? In short, why, instead 
of mentioning a few places which were in 
passable condition, did they not mention a 
few hundred of those which are unutterably 
vile? 
It will be seen that while the world is none 
the worse off for the session of the grand 
jury, it cannot be said to be much better off. 
The community is as wise as it was before 
and no wiser. It wanted indictments for of- 
tenses, to see what effect they would have 
on the sinners, and it only gets instead a dis- 
sertation on smoke burners. What a lame 
and impotent conclusion! 


NO NEED OF A CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
* MENT 


Some persons are heard saymg: ‘We 
need fuel gas and high water pressure plants, 
but the city has not in its treasury the 
money with which to build them nor can it 
borrow any more under the constitution. 
Therefore let the legislature be called to- 
gether in special session so that it may pro- 
pose an amendment to the organic law allow- 
ing Chicago to issue bonds to any amount it 
sees fit. The rural districts will be indiffer- 
ent to such a proposition and will not vote 
against it. Chicago will go solid for it. It 
will carry, and then bonds for millions can 
be sold and we can have improvements 
which it is now impossible to get except by 
taxation or by leasing plants.“ 

It is doubtful whether the Governor, who 
is familiar with the constitution, would con- 


tion of such an amendment one of these 
‘‘extraerdinary occasions which wo 
justify his calling a special session of the 


ject.could not be considered earlier than the 
meeting of the next general assembly in 
1891. No amendment submitted by the gen- 
eral assembly could be ratified earlier than 
the November election of 1892, and that is 
too long to wait. 2

mitted by the legislature. When the repre- 
sentatives from this city presented and urged 
it the country member would say: My city 
brother, why troublest thou me?

| special tax of 1 per cent on the present valu- 


ation for a few years, till money enovgh has 
been rdised to build a fuel gas piant. Sucha 
tax would produce about two million doliars 
a year. In a few years ali the cash that 
would ‘be needed fora plant covering the 
whole qity would be on hand. As the enor- 
mous benefits of fuel gas would extend to 


every part of tne city there could be no ob- 


jection: raised that the tax was unequal and 
unjust. But would the people, consent tp 
that heavy addition to their tax burdens? It 
is for them to say. If they adopt that plan 
their Works will be paid for when built; but 
they will not be built for years. 


“ PRIVATE SNAPS” BEFORE THE COUNCIL. 


Ald. Cullerton has become the sleuthhound 
of the council. He prowls around nosing out 
“private snaus.“ and then denounces them 
because they are against the interests of the 


people--the only interests, as he has illus- 


trated by his long career in the council, an 
alderman should serve. This vigilant detect- 
ive alleges that he has discovered that Ald. 
Dixon’s high water pressure service and fuel 
gas ordinance is in the nature of a “ private 
snap“ and is not meant for the public good. 

Itis of course a good thing to have some 
one who is on the lookout for improper ordi- 
nances, technically called “private snaps,” 
but tne public will be likely to lose faith in 
his judgment when he allows many which 
olearty come under that head to slip along 
unvisited by his stern censure. The public 
may conclude when he calls out lustily 
“stop thief,” and points in one direction, 
that tne rea! thief is to be looked for in quite 
another quarter, and that the shouting is to 
call off attention from somb juicy job which 
it is desired to run through. 

It may with propriety be asked why Ald. 
Cullerton did rot denounce that private 
snap” known as the pipe line ordinance of 
the Standard Oil company! It was a pri- 
vate snap“ in its most offensive form. But 
far from denouncing it, Ala. Culler on voted 
for it. Why was he false to his mission of 
warfare on “private snaps” in. that con- 
spicuous case! 

The voice of Ald. Cullerton has not been 
raised against an ordinance now before the 
council which proposes to give a private mo- 
nopoly the right to rip up all of che streets 
to lay pipes for the conveyance of steam for 
heating and “other purposes.“ Quick to 
see the“ private soap” in the ordinance for 
a city high pressure water service, he has 
failed to see the snap in an ordinance which 
deals with water when it has been converted 
into steam. Is water, then, a private 
snap” and steam a public one? 

The clarion voice of Ald. Cullerton has not 
been uplifted against Ald. Hepburn’s ordi- 
nance which grants outright to a private 
monopoly the right to establish high pressure 
water service in the heart of tne city and 
to charge for its use what it pleases. Why 
has not he exposed this private snap,“ as 
weil as the one which provides for the city’s 
doing the same thing for the general benefit? 

There are measures before the council 
looking; to the gobbling of the lake front. 
park by private parties. Does Ald. Cullerton 
look on the grabbing of that ground as a 
“private snap”? If so, why does not he 
expose it? Why does not he mount the bat- 
tlements of Zion and shout out a warning to 
the peaple? 

There are some ordinances before the coun- 
cil whigh look to the relieving of railways of 
the cost of constructing certain viaducts. 
Are these not private snaps,“ and, if so, 
why have not they been exposed? Why has 
the sentry slept at his post? 

Before the public can feel safe in sleeping 
while Ald. Cullerton is on guard it must 
know why he has allowed these numerous 
private snaps’ to escape his eagle eye, and 
why thé only privat snap” he has thus far 
detected does not belong in that class at all. 
He must explain, or turn over the sleuth- 
hound business to some other alderman with 
a keener nose for wrongdoing. 


THE DANGER OF HAVING IDEAS. 

In every community there are individuals 
who originate ideas. There are others who 
examine these ideas, and in the course of 
time, becoming convinced that they are good, 
accept them. Sometimes they modify them 
—often for the worse, occasionaliy for the 
better. Every community also has its per- 
centage of persons who set up for teachers of 
the ‘public, but not having the brains to 


N Create ideas feel affronted that others should 
sider the desire of such persons for the adop- 


be more richly endowed by nature than 
themselves, and so devote their energies to 
jeering and scofflug at the suggestions of 
clearer and more fertile minds. One meets 
everywhere the men of progress and action, 


and the conservatives, the bourbons, who, 


angry that the others should advance so 
much more rapidly, are perpetually snap- 
ping and snarling at their heels and telling 
them to go slow.” 

What is true of a community is equally 
true of the newspapers of a large city. Thus 
in Chicago Tue Trrevne is fruitful in sug- 
gestions of public interest. It is continually 
pointing out waysin which the welfare of 
the public may be advanced. It is prolific of 
propositions in the interest of better govern- 


ment, municipal and general. Sometimes its | 


ideas arp. born perfect; sometimes they are 
bettered by modifications. Sometimes they 
lead to something far better than the origi- 
nal conception, in which case the original 
is abandoned by the author and the better 
idea of another is adopted. There are in 
Chicago other papers that give the ideas of 
Tux Tumexr thoughtful examination with- 
out pique or prejudice and wind ap by ac- 
cepting them. But there are others which, 
never having known what it is to have a 
sound original ides of their own, having 
spent their lives in a vacuum where thought 
never entered, deal with some new fresh 
thought of Tus Trisvune just as mongrel curs 
do. They withdraw to a safe distance be- 
hind a fence and there they bark and snap 
and snarl. They run turiousiy alongside 
the fence which protects them, and howl de- 
fiance at the man on the other side. As for 
the man, he is not frightened, for he has 
heard that noise before, and he keeps on his

There are moments when it is a little dis- 
couragiug toa paper to ses its good things 
reviled and maligned and ververted just be- 
cause they are good, but intellectual superi- 
ority brings with it often a certain broad tol- 
erance.

The holder of a city bond has a lien 
on all the property in the city. The 
holder of a lease certificate has as . the 
security for his principal his iien on the works, 
which are his own, though leased to the city for 
& long term of years. The extinction of his cer- 
tificate at any time by its payment @xtinguishes 
no city liability, but acts ae @ purchase of prop- 
erty. The city has at no time owed him any- 
thing except the yearly interest on his money in- 
vested in the plant.

Now Mr. Dixon’s excuse for issuing high 
pressure and gas bonds [ is that these bonds [7] 
would be a lien only on the two plants, or, in 
case the two projects were separated, each would 
be a lien on its respective plant.

‘to be issued. Nobody has said anything 


about “gas bonds” except the double dis- 
tilled quintessence of stupidity that wrote 
the above lines. These lease certificates are 
They are evidences that the 
holder is the owfer of a share in a certain 
plant which has been leased to the city but is 
not owned by it. Should the city fail to pay 
its rent he and other holders can take back 
their works as a landlord does his house 
when the tenant fails to pay the rent. The 
city does not own these works at tne outset, 
and is not indebted om account of them. 
These lease certificates are not, like a bond, 
evidences of municipal indebtedness, but, 
like a stock certificate, are evidences of the 
ownership of property. 

Ald. Dixon’s scheme does not add a dollar 
to the net or gross indebtedness of the city. 
Were Chicago to buy the works, paying $1,000,- 
000 down, leaving $4,000,000 yet to be paia, it 
might be said to have incurred an indebted- 
ness, but in this case it does nothing of the 
kind. It buys nothing till ready to pay. It 
issues no bonds, certificates of indebtedness, 


notes, due bills, or any other form of obli- 


gation. It leases and it pays rent on other 
people’s investment, just as it does for a 
dozen schoolhouses, for some engine houses 
and police stations—only that and nothing 
more, 


THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH COUNCIL: 

The thirty-fifth triennial meeting of the 
general convention of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church of the United States is now in 
session in New York city, and will occupy a 
month before its labors are finished. In the 
size of the convention, as well as in the 
dignity and ability of its delegates, it is a 
notable gathering. Sixty bishops and 400 
clerical and lay delegates are in attendance, 
and among them are some of the ablest and 
most scholarly men in the American pulpit. 

There will be plenty of agitation in this 
convention and, perhaps, some acrimonious 
discussion. Signs of it are already visible in 
the debate in the lower house upon the long 
mooted question of revising the prayerbook. 
But the feature of the business which will 
particularly strike the outside observer is the 
absence of missichary fervor and evangelical 
zeal such as characterize many other de- 
nominations in their periodical gatherings. 
Almost the entire scheme of discussion cov- 
ers matters pertaining to church worship, 
discipline, ana forms. The five principal 
subjects which are to come up for legislation 
ars: (1) The revision of the prayerbook. 
(2) The substitution of a newhymnal for the 
present one, (3) The proposiwon for a change 
of representation. (4) The proposed change 
of the name of the church. (5) The settle- 
ment of the status of colored clergymen. The 
first of these subjects, the revision of the 
prayerbook, was decided upon in 1880, and at 
the last general convention in Chicago, 1886, 
eighteen resolutions were considered and 
voted on and they are now pending for final 
action. The most essentiai of these resolu- 
tions are thus officially stated: 


Providing for the use ot Gloria Patri,“ which 
introduces the necessary rubric re * Jubi- 
late“; that correcting ** councils "’ “council”’ 
in the coavention player; . the fourth 
alternative canticle at evening prayer; allowing 
morning prayer toend with the prayer for the 
President when holy communion is to fol- 
low; providing for the use of occasional prayers 
and thanksgiving; making the use of the Nicene 
creed obligatory on certain days, and providing 
for an offertory anthem. 


Prayerbook revision was the opening sub- 
ject considered. The house of bishops has 
adopted the whole eighteen resolutions. The 
lower house was not so unanimous. Seven- 
teen of the resolutions were adopted, but the 
one making the reading of the Nicene creed 
obligatory bas met with vigorous opposition, 
led off in aggressive and emphatic style by 8. 
Corning Judd, lay delegate from Chicago, 
who was refractory enough to declare that he 
would not recite it even if it were made ob- 
ligatory, inasmuch as it is not the real Nicene 
creed but one full of the errors of the Roman 
Catholic church. The further consideration 
of the resolution has teen temporarily post- 
poned but it is evident that there is a deter- 


mined spirit of opposition to any further in- 


novations upon the pretext of liturgical en- 
richment. 

The next great battle will be fought over 
the proposed change in representation, 
which involves a change in the organizauon 
of the convention from the basis of the 
equality of dioceses to that of their numeri- 
cal strength. In its way itis not unlike the 
basis of political representation north and 
south; and particularly the basis of the rep- 
resentation of statesin the senate. Under 
present laws each diocese sends the same 
number of delegates to the convention with- 
out regard to its strength or influence. It is 
proposed to amend this by basing the princi- 
ple of representation upon the number of 
communicants in each diocese. The smaller 
dioceses will bitterly oppose the change as 
striking at the doctrine of equality in the 
churgh, and they are confident of their abil- 
ity to defeat it. 

A still more bitter fight will be likely to oc- 
cur over the proposition to change the name 
of the church from “the Protestant Episco- 
pal church” to “the Church of the United 
States,” or to “the Catholic church,” or 
some other name which will indicate that it 
is the only real church in the country, or 
that it is the United States branch of the 
Anglican communion. The change is prob- 
ably only technical, but the feeling against 
itis so strong that should it be adopted un- 
doubtedly many would follow the lead of 
Phillips Brooks, who three years ago deciared 
he could not remain within the denomination 
should it take that step.

THE GEOGRAPHICAL ARGUMENT, 

All the geographical arguments favor the 
location of the world’s fair of 1892 in Chicago. 
If the reader of Tus TxaipuNe will take a map 
of the United States and drawa line begin- 
ning at Apalachee bay, Florida, north through 
the center of Georgia, along the west line of 
North Carolina and Virginia, up through the 
western part of Pennsylvania, passing 
through Erie, and continued on to the south- 
ernmost projection of the Georgian bay, and 
then compute distances he will find that 
those hving in the comparatively narrow 
strip of country east of that line—and the 
most of these will be found in New York, 
Pennsylvania, and New England, for the 
southern Atlantic states will not contribute 
many visitors—can reach New York city 
easier and more cheaply thaa they can Chi- 
cago, and that all those living west of this 
line, which ineludes about nine-tenths of the 
area of the United States, can reach Chicago 
easier and more cheaply than they can New 
York city. In other words, about 20,000,000 
people would find it more advantageous to go 
to New York, while 45,000,000 people will find 
it more to their advantage in time, money, 
‘comfort, and pleasure ta come to Chicago. 
The desire of the majority should be para- 
mount in this matter, all other things being 
equal, as in everything else. Agam, let the 
reader draw aline north and south on his map 
through Michigan, Inaiana, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, and Alabama and followeast and west 
the course of the 40th parallel. The intersec- 
tion of the two lines, which is almost exactly 
at. Indianapolis, indicates the point which 
the census of 1890 will show is the center of 
population in this country. When Canada is 
annexed, the center will push up northwest 
from Indianapolis and be at Chicago and 
there it will stick. 

There are two live arguments bearing 
upon this question. One is the financial. 
New York has trankly acknowledged she 
knows no way ef settling the financial 
scheme and stands pathetically with two 
subscriptions aggregating $35,000 wih 
stringsto them. Chicago has settled her 
scheme and proffers ten millions and more 
if itis wanted. The other argument is the 
geographical one and it is dead against New 
York. Locate the tairin New York and it 
will seriously incommode two-thirds of the 
people of this country and lay a-heavy and 
unnecessary tax upon them in money and 
time, Locate the fair in Chicago and it will 
accommodate the vast majority of the peo- 
ple of this country, save them thousands up- 
on thousands of dollars and weeks of time, 
and vastly increase the aggregate attend- 
ance, because it is at the center of popula- 
tion and area and is the most accessible 
point by rail from all parts of the country. 
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ABOUT FIDDLES AND FIDDLERS. 

There is a discussion going on between the 
New. York Sum and the Kansas City Times 
which is .creditable to the two papers and 
the cities in which they are printed. {tis 
far in advance of anything that has hitherto 
appeared. It is true that some of the re- 
marks of the writers smack of the sciolist 
rather than the virtuoso, but the choice of 
subjects shows *that both coupon-clipping 
New York and hog-killing Kansas City are 
making esthetic progress, and may in time 
become subsidiary musical centers for this 
country. The leadership of Chicago in this 
as in all other artistic matters will of course 
never be seriously contested. 

This discussion does not relate to any of 
the topics which might be expected to en- 
gross the attention of the two papers—the 
comparative merits of the abattoirs of the two 
places; the fitness of Gov. Hill for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination; the site of 
the world’s exposition ; or whether Jay Gould 
is or is not a public benefactor. It began by 
an argument as to the relative greatness of 
Stradivarius and Guaynerius. Many may 
jumpat the conclusion that these two indi- 
viduals are at the head of rival beerbrewing 
establishments, one at the east and the other 
at the west, and that the controversy is as to 
strength, body, color, etc., of tne amberhued, 


* foamcovered beverage they produce. But 


the Chicagoan will know better. He will re- 
member that these two foreign gentlemen 
made a living by making violins—better 
known as fiddles; that they were celebrated 
in their day, and that owing to that celebrity 
men of modern times have often coined a 
pretty penny by putting the names of these 
worthies on quite new fiddles and selling 
them to New York and Kansas City con- 
noisseurs for large sums. As much as $3,000 
hasthus been madein one operation, illus- 
trating the value of a good trademark. The 
two papers agree in giving the palm of merit 
to Stradivarius. In that they simply reécho 
the conclusions of thiscity. Chicago fiddiers 
have long discarded the Guarnerius because 
it has not the git-up-and-git,”’ or “ chic,” to 
use a subtle musical expression, of the other 
instrument. 

From talking about fiddles the Pi papers 
went to talking about fiddlers, but they are 
unable to agree. The K. C. TZimes speaks 
rather disparagingly of a tolerably well- 
known player named Wilhelm), whe has been 
in Chicago, and who, having been spoken of 
in terms of praise by the leading musical 
critics here, may be assumed to have some 
musical qualifications. The Sun is a warm 
detender of Wiihelmj.

Their representatives would be in 
the majority in the council, and they would 
retuse to levy such a tax unless it could be

well be done, so the plan of raising money by 
‘taxation for high water service may be con- 
‘sidered impracticable. 
How then is that service to be secured! 
‘In view 6f the manifest defects of other 
plans it has been suggested that private cap- 
‘ital furnish the money to build the works 
under the city’s plans and inspection and 
lease them to the’ municipality, which shall 
also have an option of gurchase, which it 
may exercise when ithasthe money. To that 
objections have been made which have been 
easily answered. It has been claimed that it 
was unconstitutional, which it has been 
shown that itis not. It has been asserted 
that it would add to the city’s indebtedness, 
which it has also been shown it would not. It 
bas been charged that it was but a “ private 
snap.” Those who have said so have brought 
forward no evidence of it. 

The opponents of this plan have suggested 
pone of their own, so that as the case now 
stands it is for the people to adopt one of 
three courses—to raise the assessment and 
issue bonds; to add for a few years to the 
rate of taxation; or to make an arrangement 
with private capital to furnish the money 
and lease the works. If the people want 
clean, smokeless fuel which will cost them 
but a half or two-thirds what they now pay 
for smoky, sooty fuel: if they want cleanli- 
ness instead of filth; if they want to get rid 
of asmoke nuisance which if not abated 


will lose them the exposition; if they want 


to add enormously to the profits of light 
manufacturing by giving it cheaper power 
without the accompaniment of the smoke 
nuisance and thusincreasing the business 
resources of the city and employment of 
labor and safety from fire and clean streets, 
they should say which of these three plans 
they want to pursue. And they should not 
let the treacherous, monopolistic organs mis- 
lead their judgment by sophistical and de- 
cpitful objections to the best, simplest, and 
most effective plan which will afford relief. 
without delay. 


Nixn years ago, when New Hampshire 
adopted the original . valued policy” law, the 
insurance companies organized’ a boycott 
against the state and pledged themselves not 
to take any risks on property in New Hamp- 
shire as long asthe law remained in force.

there are too many concerns for the business 
to be had and pooling agreements do not last 
long.

Record breakmg still 
went on, ana in 1881 the Guion line steamer 
Arizona crossed in 7 days, 7 hours. Sept. 19, 
1882, the Alaska astonished every one by 
making the trip in less than 7 days, having 
taken but 6 days, 18 hours, and 87 minutes to 
run from Sandy Hook to Queenstown. 


In 1884 the National line steamer America 


took about 8 hours off the Alaska’s record, 
and in December of the same year the ill- 
fated Oregon, whose skeleton lies six fath- 
oms deep off Sandy Hook, came into Queens- 
town in 9 hours’ less time than that made by 
the America. 

Following clo upon these came the then 
enormous Cunarders Umbria and Etruria, 
each being of 8,000 tons buraen ana built ex- 
actly alike in every respect. The Etruria, 
however, proved much the faster vessel, and 
in June, 1 crossed from Queenstown to

Southern Songs hat Are Dead. 
I was in a music store on Wabash avenue. The 
head man handed me a volume entitled War 
Songs, North and South.” 


„Strange, be said, how seldom one hears a 


southern war song now. It is so rare that one is 
called for that the mere call always makes an 
impression on me. I suppose that of all the 
southern war songs that were written only 
‘Dixie’ and My Maryland survive, especially 
in the north. Indeed, I found that to be true 
when I was south a year ago. I do not know 
why n 1, and Ido not know that it is, but it 
seems so, that a sort of Lethean wave has swept 
over nearly everything that was idolized or made 
of in the south. I was thinking about it the 
other day. Ihave been a music publisher ever 
since I was 19 years old; and of course it has 
been my business to keep track of all popular 
songs. In rummaging my recollections I fell to 
thinking of some old southern songs which 
used to be on everybody's lips. I remem- 
ber a very popular southern war song, the 
title of which was, Tm a Good Old Rebel.’ 
Ever hear that? It was written by the 
literary editor of a Baltimore paper after the 
war. His name was not printed on the music, 
and [ do not now recall it. ‘The Bonnie Blue 
Flag has been furled and laid away in the dust 
of years. It was one of his prettiest of southern 
airs, Then there was a popular piece of music 
in Virginia and the far southern states which I 
never heard out west. It was called ‘ Stonewall 
Jackson's Way.’ If you were ever in a south- 
ern parlor and asked the young lady to play you 
know as well as I that she opened with ‘The 
Mother's Prayer.’ It was written by a 
St. Louis girl. I can’t think of her name, but 
I remember that she was a captivating 
secesh girl. I never heard it In the north 
When I was in New Orleans a year ago I asked a 
southern lady if she knew it. She said she 
didn't, and then I remembered that she had 
grown up since the song was written.

Mr. Russell Hinckley is in the city on his way 
to the new state of Washmgton. Most men of 
Mr. Hinckley’s age would be drawing their easy 
chairs before a cheerful grate preparatory to 
spending their last winter on earth, but here 
he is in the full vigor of i his 
earlier years ready to go pioneering again. In 
his preparations he made an examination of bis 
papers and among them turned up an old, yellow 
letter dated Chicago, Dec. 2, 1846, written by Mr. 
Alfred Gowles, whom Mr. Hinckley is visiting 
prior to his departure. There were no envelopes 
in 1846. The superscription was written on the 
back of the letter, and the letter was sealed with 
a wafer. 

In this letter ot 46 Mr. Cowles writes: The 
price of grain here is always more here than at 
Alton, St. Louis, or Belleville, owing to the facili- 
ties of shipment. When you quote wheat at 5 
cents to 0 cents it was worth from 70 to 79 here. 
Oats are worth from 18 to 20 cents; corn in the 
ear 20 cents. Chicago numbers trom 15,000 to 
16,000 inhabitants. There is a vast amount of 
produce bonght and sold here and a great many 
goods. Building is increasing each year and is 
principaliy of wood. I should think from 300 to 
500 had gone up this year. Many are large and 
are of brick and stone. 


“ You inquire about the Michigan railroad. It 


is already used from Detroit to Kalamazoo, and 
has been purehased by a Boston company, which 
will, it is understood, complete it to St, Joseph, 
on the lake. This, with steam navigation scross, 
makes the passagé rapid and desirable. There 
are four vessels building at this port, one of 
them a propeller. The lumber that is bought 
and sold is amazing. Stock in vessels and

They sail away to some lone 
isle in the Mediterranean where there ig clay 
enough for himte work in, and where, let us 
hope, he will encounter no rivals, no trouble, no 
divorce cotrts. 

It is straiige that this subject of the fatuity of 
artists in marrying should be taken up by one 
whose own good fortune in the choice of a wife 
is known te the world. Alphonse Daudet makes 
no secret of his happfhess; marriage for him has 
been a harbor of calm and sste waters. All his 
best books date from his wedding day. But at 
the risk of seeming a coxcomb, he must say that 

o looks oh his happiness as a kind of miracle. 
He turns when he thinks of the risks he ran. 

But what are these terrible *. Y’ asks a 
friend with whom he is ch prologué. 

The firgt and greatest of all,” ‘he replies, “ is 
the loss of degradation of one’s talent. 

In general marriage is an excellént thing, 
the majority of men only begin to be of some ac- 
count when the family circle completes them or 
makes them greater, Often, indeed, it is neces- 
sary to a profession. But for all of us, painters, 
poets, masicians, sculptors, who live outside of 
life, wholly occupied in studying it, in reprodu- 
cing it, holding ourselves always @ little remote 
from it, as one steps back from a picture the bet- 
ter to see It, I say that marriage can only be the 
exception. To that nervous, exacting, impres- 
sionable being, that child man that we call an 
artist, a special type of woman almost impossi- 
ble to find is neecful, and the safest thing to do 
is not to look for her.” 

It is not easy ta convince an unmarried artist 
that the woman he chooses for a wife wil) in nine 
instances out of ten prefer to exhibit him to socie- 
ty rather than to share his confidences and aspira- 
tions, Yet so itis; and when at last be is bored 
beyond endurance, and perhaps makes a dash 
for liberty, no one is so surprised as the httle 
rattlebrain herself who has driven bim to des- 
peration, What has she done to make him dis- 
satisfied? She bas not understood him. To 
climb the hill of success is “hard enough 
whem one is free, but with a millstone 
around one’s neck ‘it is well nigh hopeless. 
Lahe the heroine of Daudet's first story in the 
present book, she “ disturbs him, prevents all 
work, settling dowh ‘with her friends in the room 
he is, writing in, and filling it with the silly chat- 
ter of idle women, who talked loud, full of dis- 
dain for u literury profession Which brought in 
so little, and whose most laborious hours al 
ways resemble a capri¢ious idleness “Can 
you imagine anything more terrible,” asks this 
frank M. Dauget, “than to marry a woman whio 
does hot date for your art? Take my word for 
it, my fridnd, and don’t marry. You ure alone; 
you are free; keep as precious things your lib- 
erty and your loneliness.” “ 

If the reader is a young artist and not satié- 
fied with this reasoning let him peruse any of 
‘the twelve charming tales which M. det has 
grouped under the title of Artists Wives.” 
They are the results of. his. observations of 
artistic life in Pari It might be well to begin 
with No. 6, a pretty little comedy edtited “As- 
sault with Violence.“ Henri de B. is 6 literary 
man who has a horror of his wife's aunt 
He will: not tolerate this ancient dame, 
and his young. wife leaves him: in a pet 
With the assistance of the old auntshe lays her 
plans fora divorce. A blow is necessary, accorda- 
ing to French law. So she will go home and 
taunt her husband until he loses his temper ana 
strikes. She accordingly returns, and he re- 
ceives het with open arms, She has her witnesses 
posted near at hand, who will fush on the ‘scene 
at the critical moment. But nothing she can say 
will provoke her husband to a display of temper. 
The bitterest and most wounding 22 
are recewed by bim in sad silence, until at 
her own patierice comes to an end and she give 
bim a box in the ear that makes his head ante 
This is the signal for the Wituesses, and they 
rash in, exclaiming: “Monsieur, this is infa- 
mous!" 

* Yes, of course it is,” cries the poor husband. 
showing his red cheek. Then there is nothing 
left for the wife to do but faint and let Henfi 
narse her back to happiness, 

There is one wise little woman—there is only 
one in the dozen—and the author tells of her in 
the eighth sketch. Her husband is a sculptor, 
and is engaged upon a masterpiece entitled “A 
Roman Lady Leaving the Bath.” It is necessary 
for him to have a model. This is torture to the 
young wife. She insists on being concealed in 
the studio during all sittings, but her torments 

only grow more intense. At last she sends the 
model away and takes her place and imitates 
the pose, The husband looks up; he is. en- 
raptured; the statue is completed; it is a great 
success—all OwWitig to the inspiration of this 
brave woman. 

And yet M, Daudet would warn artists against 
marrying! 

No; it is an ungracious task, and the happiest 
of all Frénch novelists should not have essayed 
it. One positively feels remorse for having been 
half pershaded at first by his sophistmes. What 
ifa few men of art or letters have been unhappy, 
itis the instances of infelicity that obtrude 
themselves on the notice of the world, while 
modest marital happiness hides in a thousand 
quiet corners. Would M. Daudet presmpt an 
Eden for himself, while all the humbler follow- 
ers of the muse are cast into the outer dark- 
ness! f 

Now that a happy married artist has inveighed 
against matrimony, let us have a giowing de- 
tense of it from one who is unmarried and mis- 
erable.
